Vowing  opposition  to  be¬ 
coming  the  “industrial  toilet 
for  Canada,”  hundreds  of  anti¬ 
well  protesters  from  Romulus 
and  Taylor  lashed  out  at  Gov. 
John  Engler  and  the  state’s  en¬ 
vironmental  bureaucracy  at  a 
public  hearing  for  two  deep 
well  projects  requested  in  Ro¬ 
mulus. 

The  hearing  at  Romulus 
High  School  was  called  last 
Thursday  night  by  the  Geologi¬ 
cal  Survey  Division  of  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Environmental 
Quality  to  receive  comments 
and  recommendations  regard¬ 
ing  the  need  and  advisability 
of  issuing  permits  to  Environ¬ 
mental  Disposal  Systems. 

EDS  is  asking  to  drill  and 
operate  two  disposal  wells, 
first  for  non-  hazardous  and 
potentially  for  hazardous  liq¬ 
uid  wastes  via  deep  well  injec¬ 
tion. 

Frustrated  residents  spoke 
for  hours  (three  minutes  each) 
against  the  issuance  of  a  well 
permit.  They  complained  that 
more  than  50  percent  of  the 
liquid  waste  would  come  from 
other  states  and  Canada. 

Two  speakers,  Romulus 
Councilwoman  Deborah  Ro- 
mak  and  anti-well  activist  R.P. 
Lilly,  refused  to  abide  by  the 
three  minute  rule  imposed  by 
the  DEQ  and  continued  on  for 
six  to  nine  minutes  despite  re-

A  25-year-old  Romulus  wo¬ 
man  revealed  “I  nearly  passed 
out”  when  informed  she  had 
won  $100,000  in  the  April  14 
Cash  5  drawing  of  the  Michi¬ 
gan  Lottery.

The  big  winner,  Melony 
Fountain,  revealed  “I  watched 
the  drawing,  but  I  didn’t  check 


peated  requests  to  stop. 

Romak  said  it  would  take  a

Official  DEQ  threats  were 
made  to  cancel  the  rest  of  the 
hearing  if  speakers  refused  to 
abide  by  the  three  minute 
rule,  but  no  such  action  was 
taken  despite  the  prominent 
display  of  city  police  officers. 

Obviously  no  hook  and  lad¬ 
der  was  called  into  action  ei¬ 
ther. 

One  speaker,  James  Orme  of 
Romulus,  brought  cheers, 
when  he  said  “I  can  see  why 
people  join  militias.  You  (the 
six  member  environmental 
panel)  do  not  represent  the 
people...but  you  must  know  we 
will  not  give  up.” 

The  lightest  moment  of  the 
night  came  when  R.J.  Thomas 
of  Romulus  strolled  up  to  the 
microphone  and  stated  “I’m  70 
years  old  and  I’ll  probably  die 
soon,  but  I  don’t  need  any  help 
from  the  well  people.” 

Politicians  of  all  types,  elec¬ 
ted  and  office  seekers,  turned 
out  to  join  the  battle.  They  in¬ 
cluded  State  Sen.  Loren  Ben¬ 
nett,  Taylor  Mayor  Gregory 
Pitoniak  Wayne  County  Public 
Services  director  Cameron 
Priebe,  various  Romulus  coun¬ 
cil  members  and  Taylor  candi¬ 
dates  for  the  vacant  22nd 
District  State  Representative 
seat. 

Private  citizens,  including 
one  time  Romulus  Chamber 


my  ticket  until  a  while  later. 
When  I  saw  I  matched  all  five 
numbers,  I  didn’t  realize  how 
much  I  had  won.” 

Speaking  at  Michigan  Lot¬ 
tery  headquarters,  Fountain 
said  I  stopped  at  a  retailer  and 
she  told  me  it  was  worth 
$100,000. 1  nearly  passed  out!  It 
was  just  really  shocking,  but  it 
was  great.” 

Fountain  plans  to  “do  a  lot 
of  things  with  the  money,”  but 
has  not  set  up  any  precise  pur¬ 
chase  plans  yet. 

Having  purchased  Lotto 
tickets  for  the  past  five  years, 


Person  of  the  Year  Florence 
Klein,  got  up  and  spoke.  Klein 
said  she  has  lived  next  the  old 
Satterlee  dump  site  for  years, 
thus  while  she  doesn’t  have 
the  educational  degrees  the 
environmental  panel  members 
have,  she  got  her  “education 
through  the  school  of  hard 
knocks.” 

She  added  “we  paid  our 
taxes  for  years  here  and  we 
didn’t  do  it  to  get  more  dumps. 
To  put  it  bluntly,  we  don’t  need 
it,  we  don’t  want  it  and  we 
won’t  accept  it.” 

On  Monday,  EDS  stated  in  a 
press  release  that  it  had  en¬ 
tered  a  contract  “with  local 
residents  near  the  proposed 
deepwell  facility”  on  Citrin 
drive.  That  pact  would  have 
EDS  “voluntarily  restrict  its 
proposed  operation  to  satisfy 
these  local  residents.” 

Specific  restrictions  on  EDS 
include  not  being  able  to  ac¬ 
cept  regulated  PCB’s,  flamma- 
bles,  explosives  and  highly 
concentrated  chemicals,  the 
release  stated. 

The  contract  also  limits 
EDS’  operating  hours  and 
truck  routes  and  reportedly 
prohibits  EDS  from  being  able 
to  change  any  permit  to  be 
able  to  accept  PCB’s  or  other 
restricted  materials  in  the  fu¬ 
ture. 

A  copy  of  the  current  agree¬ 
ment  of  EDS  restrictions  re¬ 
portedly  is  available  for  view 
by  the  public  at  the  Romulus 
Library. 


Fountain  said  her  winning  nu¬ 
mbers  were  5,  6,  7,  10  and  16. 

The  other  announced  Ro¬ 
mulus  related  winner  was 
Scott  Gunaca,30,  who  resides 
in  New  Boston  and  is  the 
owner  of  Sabre  Freight  Sys¬ 
tems  in  Romulus. 

Gunaca  revealed  “I  just 
stopped  off  at  a  grocery  store 
(Busch’s  Valu  Land  on  Grafton 
road  in  Carleton)  and  decided 
to  buy  some  lottery  tickets.  The 
man  in  front  of  me  was  going  to 
buy  25th  Anniversary  tickets, 
but  changed  his  mind.  So  I  de¬ 
cided  to  take  them.”

Oakley  kicks  off 
re-election  bid

A  confident  Mayor  William 
Oakley  filed  for  re-election 
last  Thursday  and  two  days 
later  was  cheered  on  by  about 
150  supporters  at  his  “Kick  Off 
Dance”  at  the  Romulus  Pro¬ 
gressive  Club  Hall. 

Oakley  forces  are  totally  fo¬ 
cused  on  this  September’s  pri¬ 
mary  and  the  November 
general  election,  in  great 
hopes  that  city  voters  will  ap¬ 
prove  a  four-year  term  referen¬ 
dum  in  June. 

In  fact,  three  early  Oakley 
supporters  have  already  filed 
for  city  council  seats.  They  are 
incumbents  Councilmen  Will¬ 
iam  Crova  and  Michael  Pry- 
byla  and  challenger  LeRoy 
Burcroff. 

In  addition  about  100-150 
political  signs  pressing  for  a 
change  of  political  terms  for 
city  officials  (from  two  to  four 
years)  sprang  up  like  spring 
flowers  over  the  past  few  days. 

Other  Oakley  supporters 
have  council  candidate  peti¬ 
tions  in  their  hands-including 
Councilman  Jimmie  Raspbe¬ 
rry  and  Mary  Collins  as  well  as 
current  Planning  Commis¬ 
sioner  and  long  time  Oakley 
friend,  Donald  Morris. 

Thus  the  chance  of  Oakiey 
gaining  a  sound  support  team 
on  the  council  (if  he  is  re¬ 
elected  this  November),  seems 
to  become  more  possible  by 
the  day.  Oakley’s  early  admin¬ 
istration  faced  numerous  bat¬ 
tles  because  of  recount  delays 
and  heavily  split-council  votes. 

The  incumbent  mayor  faced 
additional  problems  when  five 
votes  were  needed  on  some  is¬ 
sues  controlled  by  city  charter 
regulations.  Oakley  could  usu¬ 
ally  only  command  a  maxi¬ 
mum  of  four  votes  many  of 
those  times. 

Candidates  have  until  mid- 
June  to  file  for  the  potential 
primary  in  September. 

At  this  point  it  looks  like 
Oakley  will  definitely  have 
one  opponent,  Leo  Knas- 
iak  and  possibly  one  other  un-

announced  candidate  at  this 
time. 

The  only  other  top  political 
development  announced  last 
week  was  the  filing  for  trea¬ 
surer  by  current  Romulus 
School  Board  Trustee  Howard 
J.  Kesner. 

Kesner’s  filing  guarantees  a 
contest  for  the  treasurer’s  of¬ 
fice,  since  current  Romulus 
Purchasing/Computer  Ser¬ 
vices  Director  Kris  Moe  has  al¬ 
ready  filed  for  the  treasurer's 
spot. 

That  leaves  the  question  as 
to  what  current  City  Treasurer 
James  Napiorkowski  will  do. 
He  has  left  the  question  un¬ 
answered  publicly  saying  “he 
may  file  for  treasurer  or  some 
other  office.” 

The  only  other  office,  cam¬ 
paign  watchers  say,  would  be 
that  of  mayor.  If  he  enters  the 
race  along  with  Knasiak,  it 
would  guarantee  a  primary 
race  for  mayor  also  this  Sep¬ 
tember. 

At  least  15  council  candi¬ 
dates  would  have  to  file  (as 
they  did  two  years  ago)  to  force 
a  council  primary. 

Once  again  it  appears  only 
City  Clerk  Linda  Choate  will 
face  no  opposition  in  Septem¬ 
ber  or  November. 


Mulka  presses 
road  repair  issue

Master  gardener  and  envi¬ 
ronmentalist  Edward  G.  Mulka 
of  Taylor  is  the  fifth  Democrat 
seeking  his  party’s  nomination 
on  May  20  to  succeed  22nd  Dis¬ 
trict  State  Representative  Gre¬ 
gory  Pitoniak  who  now  is  the 
mayor  of  Taylor. 

Mulka  revealed  he  arrived 
at  the  public  hearing  on  the 
Environmental  Disposal  Sys¬ 
tems  deepwell  application  late 
because  of  two  flat  tires  last 
Thursday  night,  but  remains 
opposed  to  the  well’s  opera¬ 
tion  so  close  to  the  Taylor  bor¬ 
der. 

Mulka,  40,  said  he  has  been 
an  outspoken  environmental¬ 
ist  for  years,  because  of  Michi- 
gan’s  policy  of  allowing 
Canadian  and  out-of-state 
waste  to  be  buried  in  area 
landfills  and  now  possibly  in 
the  first  commercial  deepwell 
project. 

Allowing  out-of-state  dump¬ 
ing  limits  what  Michigan’s  own 
residents  can  dispose  of  easily, 
Mulka  complains. 

Mulka  also  is  against  raising 
new  taxes  to  fix  Michigan’s 
poor  road  system.  He  urged 
state  legislators  to  check  with 
other  states  to  see  how  they 


handle  road  construction 
funding  issues. 

He  also  asked  that  Michigan 
put  a  cutback  on  new  road¬ 
ways  until  existing  roadways 
are  adequately  upgraded. 

Mulka  also  asked  that  better 
(longer  lasting)  road  construc¬ 
tion  projects  be  studied  and 
installed  to  cut  the  on-going 
cost  to  the  taxpayers. 

“Michigan  has  a  respon¬ 
sibility  to  keep  our  roads  in 
good  repair,”  he  said,  “and 
failure  to  do  so  will  adversely 
affect  our  state’s  tourist  indus¬ 
try.” 

Mulka  currently  is  presi¬ 
dent  of  his  private  firm,  Michi¬ 
gan  Turf  Inc.  and  is  a  member 
of  he  Michigan  Trade  Associa¬ 
tion  and  Michigan  Nursery 
and  Landscape  Association. 

He  is  a  1975  graduate  of  Tru¬ 
man  High  School  in  Taylor.  He 
also  attended  Henry  Ford 
Community  College,  where  he 
studied  boiler  engineering. 
Mulka  and  his  wife,  Susan, 
have  two  young  children.  He 
also  is  the  father  of  two  older 
children.

This  incident  lead  Harlow 
to  volunteering  for  projects 
with  the  Salvation  Army,  the 
Mayor’s  Task  Force,  and  Turn 


off  the  Violence. 

“People  see  what  we  do,” 
Harlow  lamented,  “God  knows 
what’s  in  our  hearts.” 

Mary  Chames  recognized 
Karen  Norton  for  going  above 
and  beyond  the  call  of  friend¬ 
ship. 

“Last  year,  as  I  was  prepar¬ 
ing  for  the  graduation  parly  of 
my  child,  I  caught  Karen  plac¬ 
ing  a  bouquet  of  geraniums  by 
my  back  door,”  Chames  said. 
“She  wasn’t  going  to  knock  on 
the  door  and  tell  me  she  was 
doing  it.  She  said  she  thought  I 
needed  the  flowers  because  I 
was  working  so  hard.”

“It’s  nice  to  see  the  community 
and  the  friends,  neighbors  and 
family  members  here,”  Norton 
said.

From  World  War  I  to  Opera¬ 
tion  Desert  Storm,  the  United 
States  has  fought  side-by-side 
with  the  military  forces  of  al¬ 
lied  nations  all  over  the  world. 
To  ensure  success  on  any  fu¬ 
ture  battle  field,  the  U.S.  Navy 
regularly  trains  with  foreign 
military  units. 

In  March,  Seaman  Dale  An¬ 
derson,  the  son  of  Richard  and 
Diane  Anderson  of  Canton, 
along  with  the  rest  of  the 
Sailors  assigned  to  the  am¬ 
phibious  command  ship  USS 
Blue  Ridge,  completed  Exer¬ 
cise  Tandem  Thrust-97.  The 
month-long  training  exercise, 
held  in  and  off  the  coast  of 
Eastern  Australia,  tested  the 
Navy’s  ability  to  work  jointly 
with  Australian  military. 

Anderson  felt  the  multi¬ 
lateral  exercise  increased  the 
operational  readiness  of  the 
ship  and  other  military  units 
involved  and  enjoyed  the  op¬ 
portunity  to  train  with  forces. 

“Tandem  Thrust  was  an  ex¬ 
cellent  opportunity  for  the 
American  and  Australian  na¬ 
vies  to  practice  working  to¬ 
gether,”  said  Anderson,  a  1995 
graduate  of  Plymouth  Canton 
High  School. 

Anderson,  a  two-year  Navy 
veteran,  is  a  communications 
specialist  on  the  18,000-ton 
Blue  Ridge  where  he  transmits 
and  receives  messages  linking 
his  ship  with  other  naval  activ-

ities.  His  role  during  the 
course  of  the  exercise  allowed 
operations  to  run  smoothly. 

Tandem  Thrust  was  a  large 
combined  military  exercise 
that  is  held  every  two  years  in 
the  Western  Pacific.  This  year 
it  involved  43  naval  ships  and 
more  than  25,000  Sailors  and 
Marines. 

Conducting  exercises  like 
Tandem  Thrust  helps  the  Blue 
Ridge  maintain  stability  in  re¬ 
gions  of  the  Western  Pacific 
and  Middle  East  that  have 
strategic  and  economic  impor¬ 
tance  to  the  United  States. 

The  Blue  Ridge  is  uniquely 
designed  to  act  as  a  command 
and  control  ship  throughout 
the  Pacific.  With  high-tech  ra¬ 
dars  and  communications 
equipment,  the  630-foot  ship 
provides  valuable  real-time  in¬ 
formation  to  Navy  and  Marine 
Corps  units.  Once  an  amphib- 
ious  assault  has  been 
launched,  the  Blue  Ridge  pro¬ 
vides  command  and  battle¬ 
field  coordination  support  to 
Marine  forces  on  shore  and 
Navy  ships  at  sea. 


Although  participating  in 
exercises  like  Tandem  Thrust 
and  various  other  naval  mis¬ 
sions  overseas  can  be  very  de¬ 
manding,  it’s  important  for 
Sailors  like  Anderson,  and 
ships  like  the  Blue  Ridge,  to 
maintain  a  U.S.  presence  over¬ 
seas.  In  order  for  the  Navy  to 
successfully  carry  out  its  mis¬ 
sion  of  peacetime  forward 
presence  and  crisis  response, 
regular  training  exercises  with 
foreign  military  forces  are  a 
must. 

As  the  turn  of  the  century 
approaches,  the  United  States 
and  its  allies  are  becoming 
more  involved  with  worldwide 
regional  conflicts  and  human¬ 
itarian  operations.  Tandem 
Thrust-97  ensured  the  Navy  is 
able  to  work  hand-in-hand 
with  foreign  countries  to  main¬ 
tain  global  peace,  and  that 
Sailors  like  Anderson  will 
have  the  proper  training  they 
need  to  successfully  complete 
their  mission.

Promise  Keepers  cite  pornography  as  worst  sin  in  U.S.

Addiction  to  pornography 
and  sexual  immorality  were 
acknowledged  as  the  worst 
and  most  flaunted  sins  com¬ 
mitted  by  American  men 
today-even  Christian  men. 

The  revelation  was  one  of 
the  main  highlights  of  this  past 
weekend’s  Michigan  Promise 
Keepers  Conference  con¬ 
ducted  at  the  Silverdome  in 
Pontiac. 

Dr.  Bruce  Wilkinson,  direc¬ 
tor  of  the  “Walk  thru  the  Bi¬ 
ble”  organization,  brought  up 
the  crisis  issue  on  Friday 
night,  when  he  spoke  on  the 
issue  of  “Purity  of  Heart- 
Living  Clean  before  God.” 

Wilkinson  told  the  57,000 
Christian  men  in  attendance 


that  such  sexual  addictions 
topped  all  other  human  sins  by 
over  500  percent  in  past  sur¬ 
veys. 

He  told  the  gathering  this 
proves  that  “we  as  Christian 
men  are  not  living  the  lives  we 
are  professing  to  be  living.” 

The  Rev.  Brad  Lewis,  pastor 
of  the  Community  United 
Methodist  Church  of  Romulus, 
witnessed  Wilkinson’s  call  for 
men  afflicted  by  such  a  sin  to 
step  toward  the  speaker’s  plat¬ 
form. 

Lewis  said  “the  area  was 
flooded  with  men.  It  was  the 
second-but  largest  response- 
by  the  men  during  the  first 
night  of  the  two-day  confer¬ 
ence.”  He  said  it  appeared 
nearly  half  the  turnout  re¬ 
sponded  to  the  call  asking  for 
both  the  acknowledgement 


and  repenting  from  such  anti¬ 
family  sin. 

Wilkinson  also  offered  com¬ 
ments  from  a  hotel  owner,  who 
said  he  was  thrilled  when  his 
hotel  hosted  many  Christian 
men  one  night.  But  he  said  that 
thrill  was  dispelled  later  when 
he  found  half  the  guests  were 
tuned  into  pornographic  TV 
channels. 

Wilkinson  also  revealed 
that  a  check  was  made  on  the 
Internet  recently  and  it  was 
discovered  6  million  pornog¬ 
raphic  hits  were  reported  on 
the  computer  cycle  during  one 
month  alone. 

Great  emphasis  also  was 
placed  on  the  feeling  that  a  na¬ 
tionwide  revival  will  occur 
this  year  and  if  it  doesn’t  hap¬ 
pen  it  could  be  many  years  be¬ 
fore  another  such  opportunity 


occurs,  Lewis  said. 

Another  key  speaker  over 
the  weekend,  Lewis  said,  was 
Dr.  Ron  Cooper,  who  serves  as 
the  national  director  of  educa¬ 
tion  for  Promise  Keepers. 

Cooper,  an  African- 
American,  outlined  why  it  is 
important  to  come  out  of  our 
personal  isolation  and  become 
a  member  of  a  small  men’s 
group. 

Cooper  told  how  he  battled 
against  discrimination  alone 
for  years  and  didn’t  reach  any 
realm  of  satisfaction  until  he 
was  told  by  a  pastor  “your 
color  is  not  something  to  be 
ashamed  of.” 

That  feeling  of  inclusion 
turned  his  life  around,  Cooper 
said. 

He  then  stressed  the  follow¬ 
ing  five  points  for  Christian 


men  to  use  to  get  involved: 

(1) set  aside  time  for  such 
meetings. 

(2) identify  possible  friends. 

(3) look  for  common  inter¬ 
ests. 

(4) practice  openness  with 
others. 

(5) honor  others’  confi¬ 
dences. 

This  conference  was  the 
third  in  Michigan  and  the  first 
one  at  which  Promise  Keeper 
founder  Bill  McCartney  was 
not  one  of  the  focused 
speakers. 

A  major  Promise  Keepers 
“Stand  in  the  Gap”  conference 
(expected  to  attract  millions  of 
Christian  men)  is  slated  for 
Oct  4  in  Washington,  D.C. 

A  future  story  will  outline 
Promise  Keepers  aspirations 
for  that  one  day  outing.

New  law  applies 

to  write-in  candidates 


Under  a  new  law,  now  appli¬ 
cable  to  school  board  elec¬ 
tions,  write-in  candidates  must 
file  a  notice  with  the  school 
board  secretary  or  official  re¬ 
sponsible  for  conducting  the 
election  prior  to  the  balloting. 

Public  Act  461  of  1996  took 
affect  March  31  and  is  opera¬ 
tive  for  the  June  9  school  elec¬ 
tion.  The  public  act  requires 
write-in  candidates  to  file  a 
declaration  of  their  intent  to 
be  a  write-in  candidate  with 
the  filing  official  no  later  than 
4  p.m.  on  the  Friday  preceding 
the  election  (June  6). 

A  supply  of  declaration  of 
intent  forms  must  be  available 
at  the  school  district  office. 

Write-in  votes  for  a  school 
board  candidate  who  has  not

ACT  OF  1972,  WITH  REGARD  TO  SUCH  STRUCTURES,  THE  CON¬ 
STRUCTION  CODE  AND  ALL  AMENDMENTS  THERETO  PRO¬ 
MULGATED  OR  ADOPTED  PURSUANT  TO  SECTION  4  OF  THAT 
PUBLIC  ACT,  ADOPTING  BY  REFERENCE,  THE  CABO  ONE  AND 
TWO  FAMILY  DWELLING  CODE  OF  1995,  AS  THE  BUILDING

Section  1.  Exemption.  The  City  of  Romulus,  Wayne  County,  Michigan,  pur¬ 
suant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  8  of  the  State  Construction  Code  Act  hereby 
exempts  itself  from  the  State  Construction  Code  Act  and  from  the  State  Con¬ 
struction  Code  and  all  amendments  thereto  promulgated  or  adopted  pursuant  to 
Section  4  of  that  Public  Act 

Section  2.  Section  5-161  of  Article  VTII  of  Chapter  V  of  the  Romulus  City 
Code  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows:

Code  Adopted  Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  8  of  the  State  Construc¬ 
tion  Code  Act  the  CABO  One  and  Two  Family  Dwelling  Code,  1995,  as  pub¬ 
lished  by  Council  of  American  Building  Officials,  is  hereby  adopted  by  refer¬ 
ence  and  made  part  hereof  as  if  fully  set  out  in  this  Ordinance,  with  the  additions, 
insertions,  deletions  and  changes,  if  any,  prescribed  in  Section  3  of  this  Ordi¬ 
nance.  A  copy  of  the  CABO  One  and  Two  Family  Dwelling  Code,  1995,  shall 
be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk.

Action  3.  Section  5-162  of  Article  VIH  of  Chapter  V  of  the  Romulus  City 
Code  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows:

mean  the  State  of  Michigan;  the  reference  therein  to  the  words  “Municipal  Char¬ 
ter”  shall  mean  the  Charter  of  the  City  of  Romulus,  and  the  reference  therein  to 
“local  ordinances”  shall  mean  or  refer  to  the  provisions  of  the  CABO  One  and 
Two  Family  Dwelling  Code  adopted  by  this  Ordinance  or  other  ordinances  of 
the  City. 

Section  4.  Saving  Clause,  Nothing  in  this  Ordinance  or  in  the  Building  Code 
hereby  adopted  shall  be  construed  to  affect  any  suit  or  proceeding  impending  in 
any  court  or  administrative  body,  or  any  rights  acquired,  or  liability  incurred,  or 
any  cause  or  causes  of  action  acquired  or  existing,  under  any  Act  or  Ordinance 
hereby  repealed  as  cited  in  Section  5  of  this  Ordinance;  nor  shall  any  just  or  legal 
right  or  remedy  of  any  character  be  lost,  impaired  or  affected  by  this  Ordinance. 
Section  5.  Severability.  Should  any  word,  sentence,  phrase  or  any  portion  of 
this  Ordinance  be  held  in  a  manner  invalid  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdic¬ 
tion  or  by  any  state  agency  having  authority  to  do  so  for  any  reason  whatsoever, 
such  holdings  shall  be  construed  and  limited  to  such  work,  sentence,  phrase  or 
any  portion  of  the  Ordinance  held  to  be  so  invalid  shall  not  be  construed  as  af¬ 
fecting  the  validity  of  any  of  the  remaining  words,  sentences,  phrases  or  portioas 
of  this  Ordinance. 

Section  6.  Conflicting  Ordinances.  Ah  prior  existing  ordinances  adopted  by  the 
Gity  of  Romulus  inconsistent  or  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance 
aie,  to  the  extent  of  such  conflict  or  inconsistency,  hereby  expressly  repealed. 
Section  7 .  Readings.  This  Ordinance  shall  be  given  a  first  reading  on  April  7, 
1997,  shall  be  enacted  on  April  14,  1997  and  shall  be  published  on  or  before 
May  8, 1997  and  shall  be  effective  May  8, 1997.

A  pact  for  about  40  para- 
professional  members  of  Local 
3422,  AFL-CIO,  who  work  in 
the  various  schools,  calls  for  a 
two  percent  signing  bonus  and 
a  three  percent  increase  for 
the  year  of  1996-97.  A  contract 
covering  the  school  year  of 
1997-98  is  still  to  be  negotiated, 
LaMonica  said. 

A  contract  for  over  100  Lo¬ 
cal  64  support  staff  workers 
(secretaries,  bus  drivers,  cus¬ 
todians,  food  workers,  etc, 
calls  for  a  three  percent  bonus 
for  the  three  school  years.

Be  careful  what  you  wish  for.  Your  wish  may 
come  true! 

That's  the  dilemma  that  the  business  community 
and  residents  of  Wayne  are  now  ia  Fbr  the  past  sev¬ 
eral  years,  the  community  has  wished  for  the  repair 
of  Michigan  Avenue,  and  now  that  their  wish  is 
about  to  come  true,  there  are  some  second  thoughts. 

Michigan  Avenue,  particularly  the  eastbound  side 
of  the  divided  highway,  has  been  the  target  of  com¬ 
plaints  from  motorists  who  have  bumped  and  jostled 
along  it  for  the  past  several  years,  and  who  have 
pleaded,  complained  and  shouted  for  its  repair. 
Each  time  a  state  official  visited  the  area  the  ques¬ 
tion  of  “When  will  Michigan  be  repaired?”  has 
been  posed. 

Welt  finally  the  wish  is  about  tocome  true,  and 
the  public  is  facing  the  harsh  realities  of  what  the  re¬ 
pair  work  will  mean. 

There  is  no  magic  wand  to  wave  over  the  pot 
holes  and  cracks,  or  a  genie  to  clap  his  hands  for  the 
work  to  be  done. 

What  is  scheduled  to  happen  is  that  the  east- 
bound  side  of  Michigan  Avenue  will  be  closed  from 
the  viaduct  to  Howe  Road  with  crossovers  for  the 
traffic  to  be  detoured  to  the  westbound  portion  of 
Michigan  from  just  after  the  Fburth  of  July  to  Nov. 
10. 

Representatives  of  Wayne  and  the  Michigan  De¬ 
partment  of  Transportation  (MDOT)  hosted  three 
meetings  with  the  affected  businesses  community  to 
explain  the  plan. 

Basically,  that  was  it  The  plan  was  explained,  but 
there  were  no  helps  offered  to  "ease  the  pain"  of 
parking  loss,  difficult  access  to  their  businesses  and 
increased  traffic  -  which,  incidentally,  will  be  reluc¬ 
tant  to  stop  in  Wayne  in  fear  that  they  will  not  be  able 
to  re-merge  into  the  busy  traffic  pattern. 

Business  representatives  asked  whether  signs 
could  be  posted  to  direct  customers  and  visitors  to 
alternate  parking  sites,  and  the  answer  was  "no,"  be¬ 
cause  it  would  violate  the  sign  ordinance.  Obviously, 
the  tax-paying  businesses  must  just  grin  and  bear  it 
when  their  customers  become  frustrated  while  look¬ 
ing  for  a  parking  site  and  drive  away. 

The  city  officials  did  suggest  that  prior  to  the  con¬ 
struction  period  maps  be  drawn  up  for  customers  to 
show  the  new  traffic  pattern  and  the  parking  sites. 
As  for  any  new  customers,  we  expect  that  they  will 
have  to  find  Wayne  businesses  on  their  own. 

Much  as  the  dentist  reassures  us  that  'this  wont 


hurt,"  the  officials  told  us  that  traffic  re-routing  will 
not  cause  any  extraordinary  problems. 

If  you  believe  this,  raise  your  right  hand. 

It  is  our  belief  that  it  will  have  a  devastating  effect 
on  Michigan  Avenue  businesses,  including  our  own. 
By  the  very  nature  of  the  newspaper,  our  visitors  are 
from  all  areas  of  the  state  -  and  country  -  and  many 
are  coming  to  our  office  for  the  first  and,  often,  only 
time.  The  drivers  who  deliver  the  printed  newspa¬ 
pers  to  us  and  those  who  pick  them  up  for  delivery  in 
our  six  communities  will  soon  learn  the  best  routes 
to  follow  to  avoid  most  of  the  traffic  problems  (truck 
drivers  are  innovative).  But  those  who  make  deliver¬ 
ies  or  who  drop  off  news  articles  and  advertising 
copy  will  be  inconvenienced. 

'Your  employees  will  be  late  for  work,"  quipped 
one  project  representative. 

Yes,  we  are  sure  that  the  traffic  problems  will  de¬ 
lay  some  employees  in  arriving  on  time,  but  neither 
Ford  Motor  Company  nor  Michigan  Community 
Newspapers  can  operate  under  the  assumption  that 
employees  will  arrive  for  work  "when  traffic  allows." 


We  agree  with  the  Wayne  traffic  officer  who  point¬ 
ed  out  that  some  motorists  will  find  alternate  routes 
to  work  rather  than  to  put  up  with  the  inconve¬ 
nience,  but  these  motorists  also  will  not  be  stopping 
to  fill  up  with  gasoline  or  buy  a  birthday  gift  or  news¬ 
paper  or  go  into  the  drive-in  to  purchase  lunch  on 
Michigan  Avenue. 


Motorists  are  creatures  of  habit  If  they  find  a  new 
route  to  work,  they'll  continue  to  drive  that  way.  And, 
if  they  find  another  gas  station  or  fast-food  restau¬ 
rant  on  that  route,  then  thafs  the  place  they  will  pa¬ 
tronize  -  many  of  them  even  after  the  traffic  returns 
to  normal.. 


Yes,  Michigan  Avenue  will  be  a  better  road  when 
the  project  is  completed,  but  the  businesses  of 
Wayne  will  pay  a  price  in  lost  business  and  inconve¬ 
nience.. 

What  we  are  looking  for  now,  is  not  more  informa¬ 
tion  on  the  whys  and  hows  of  construction,  but  some 
practical  advice  on  survival  skills  -  how  can  we  di¬ 
rect  customers  to  parking  areas,  what  can  we  do  to 
reduce  the  impact  of  lost  business  and  how 
can  we  lure  people  back  when  the  project  is 

completed.  _ _ _

Cablinasian  controversy 
stirs  country’s  roots 


I’ve  been  following  the  controversy  over  golf 
champion  Tiger  Woods'  race  since  the  phenomenal 
golfer  first  made  the  headlines,  and  observed  the 
tug-of-war  between  people  who  want  to  claim  him  as 
their  owa 

African-Americans,  who  were  once  excluded 
from  playing  on  many  of  the  country’s  golf  courses, 
understandably  want  to  claim  the  champion  as  their 
own,  while  Asians  want  it  acknowledged  that  Tiger 
is  one  of  them.  The  mainstream  of  Americans  seem 
to  want  him  to  be  "an  American  golf  champion"  with¬ 
out  racial  identification,  and  the  growing  number  of 
multi-racial  Americans  want  him  labeled  as  such. 

Tiger,  who  is  one-fourth  Thai,  one-fourth  Chinese, 
one-fourth  black,  one  eighth  white  and  one-eighth 
American  Indian,  said  that  he  prefers  to  identify  his 
race  as  “Cabinasian”  to  include  the  represen¬ 
tation  of  all  of  his  heritages. 

I  dont  know  if  I  agree  with  Tiger  that  we  need  an¬ 
other  racial  label,  but  I  respect  his  right  to  acknowl¬ 
edge  all  of  his  ancestry.  Cablinasian  is  much  less 
cumbersome  than  Thai-Chinese-Black-White-Ameri- 
can  Indian-Ameriean  -  five  hyphens  is  just  too  many. 


And,  it  definitely  is  a  great  leap  forward  from  the 
time  when  society  considered  any  trace  of  black  an¬ 
cestry  as  a  justification  for  labeling  an  individual  as 
a  second-class  citizen.  Incidentally,  a  hint  of  Ameri¬ 
can  Indian  ancestiy  was  often  hidden  or  denied  un¬ 
til  it  recently  became  "popular"  to  acknowledge  Na¬ 
tive  American  heritage. 


FYankly,  I  believe  that  hyphenation  needs  to  be 
phased  out  We  need  to  do  more  things  to  break 
down  barriers  and  include  people,  rather  than  to 


build  up  obstacles  to  exclude  them. 


During  the  great  period  of  immi¬ 
gration  in  the  late  1800s  and  early  1900s,  people 
brought  their  national  identity  with  them  to  their 
new  country,  and  held  onto  their  language  and  famil¬ 
iar  traditions.  The  newcomers  were  reluctant  to 
jump  into  the  "melting  pot"  and  leave  their  heritage 
behind,  but  over  the  years  it  has  gradually  hap¬ 
pened. 


Within  a  five-mile  radius  in  one  of  the  old  commu¬ 
nities  in  Wayne  County,  there  are  four  Roman 
Catholic  churches  founded  by  Irish,  German,  Italian 
and  Polish  immigrants  -  each  of  which  ministered  to 
its  own  nationality  at  first  However,  today  one  would 
find  as  many  O'Briens  and  Kellys  at  the  Polish-found¬ 
ed  church  as  one  would  find  Kowalskis  and 
Leszczynskis  at  the  Irish-founded  church. 


Obviously,  the  reason  is  that  fewer  Americans  of 
European  heritage  can  claim  only  one  nationality. 
We  are  a  country  full  of  Irish-Italians,  German- 
Swedes,  FYench-Finns  and  Polish-Hungarians  as 
well  as  Chinese-English  and  Thai-Chinese-Black- 
White-American  Indians-Americans. 


It  will  not  happen  overnight  but  I  am  sure  that 
some  day,  Americans  will  feel  comfortable  to  be 
known  as  such  -  without  hyphens  -  while  still  valu¬ 
ing  their  heritage  and  respecting  their  roots. 


So,  congratulations  to  golf  champion  Tiger  Woods, 
the  first  Cablinasian  and  youngest  person,  to  become 
a_Masters  champ!

Why? 

Imagine  the  disastrous  politi¬ 
cal  consequences  of  a  hung  jury, 
or  worse,  an  acquittal! 

This  would  be  devastating  to 
the  credibility  of  the  federal  gov¬ 
ernment  At  this  point  McVeigh 
and  alleged  co-conspiritor,  Terry 
Nichols  must  be  sacrificed  -- 
whether  they  are  guilty  or  not  - 
for  the  good  of  the  country. 

Consider 

The  last  few  months  have  not 
been  good  for  Washington  and  the 
FBI  -particularly  in  the  area  of 
domestic  terrorism. 

First,  the  embarrassing  snafu 
with  Richard  Jewel  and  the 
Olympic  bombing,  which  is  still 
unsolved. 

Then,  the  strange,  repeated 
and  often  angry  denials  that  a 
missile  was  involved  in  the  de¬ 
struction  TWA  flight  800. 

This,  despite  dozens  of  con¬ 
trary  eyewitness  accounts 
from  trained  pilots  and  others 
and,  the  mysterious  radar 
“blip.” 

Public  patience  is  growing 
thin.  Talk  of  a  cover-up  is  being 
heard.  Due  caution  is  one  thing, 
but  stonewalling  and  resorting  to 
fantastic  explanations  is  some¬ 
thing  else. 

Now,  allegations  that  the  FBI 
crime  lab  was  -  not  just  "botching" 
-  but  actually  "manufacturing’  ev¬ 
idence  to  fit  the  government’s  the¬ 
ory  of  the  case  against  McVeigh 
and  Nichols.

I  have 
held  this  position  for  the  past 
11  years.  I  have  worked  for  the 
school  system  for  the  past  17 
years.  Van  Buren  has  sent  me 
to  various  classes,  such  as  As¬ 
bestos  awareness,  The  right  to 
know,  C.P.R.,  and  Tornado  - 
shelter  -  watch  training.  I  am 
in  charge  of  the  cleaning  at  Be¬ 
lleville  High  School,  the  Voca¬ 
tional  building,  the  Bus 
compound,  the  Auditorium, 
and  the  Administration  build¬ 
ing.  When  we  have  severe 
thunder  storm  warnings,  or 
tornado  watches  it  is  my  re¬ 
sponsibility  to  see  that  the 
buildings  are  open  for  the  lo¬ 
cal  residents  in  the  event  of  an 
emergency. 

I  doubt  that  the  local  resi¬ 
dents  could  be  in  any  better 
care.

Chief  justice  demands  new  court  reform

During  his  speech  to  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Belleville  Rotary 
Club  last  week,  Conrad  Mal- 
lett,  chief  justice  of  the  Michi¬ 
gan  Supreme  Court,  issued  a 
veiled  threat  to  the  state’s 
county  clerks  association. 

“I’m  not  going  to  tell  you 
what  I’m  going  to  do,  but  I’m 
going  to  tell  you  what  I  can  do. 
By  order  of  the  court  I  can  con¬ 
trol  you.  Only  a  give  back  from 
the  clerks  can  avoid  a  Consti¬ 
tutional  crisis,”  Mallett 
warned  the  clerks. 

Mallett  was  peeved  at  the 
county  clerks  because  they  got 
the  best  of  the  state’s  judges  in

the  recent  court  reform  legis¬ 
lation. 

Under  the  reforms,  the 
clerks  are  in  charge  of  court 
operations,  in  charge  of  court 
employees,  and  responsible 
for  purchasing  supplies,  in¬ 
cluding  small  items  like  paper 
and  pencils. 

“If  you  had  to  operate  under 


these  conditions,  youj-  control 
would  be  slim,”  Mallett  com¬ 
plained,  predicting  that  court 
reporters  would  walk  out  of 
trails  at  4:30  p.m.  whether  a 
trial  was  over  or  not. 

“Court  workers  ought  to  be 
employed  by  the  judges,”  he 
said.  “This  is  so  reasonable 
that  county  clerks  think  I  have 
a  hidden  agenda.” 

Mallett  mixed  the  tough  talk 
with  an  apology  for  the  court’s 
failure  to  reform  itself  when  it 
had  a  chance  and  with  a  little 
bragging  about  the  court’s 
good  points. 

He  said  the  courts  are  good 
in  protecting  the  nation’s  free¬ 
doms.  And  lamented  the  fail¬ 
ure  of  the  courts  to  be 
included  in  the  reform  pro¬ 
cess. 

After  the  talk,  he  paired  off 
with  State  Sen.  Loren  Bennett 
(R-Canton)  and  asked  Bennett

information 

State  Senator  George  Z. 
Hart  (D-Dearbom)  introduced 
a  bill  that  would  require  the 
Lottery  Bureau  to  publish  the 
time  and  location  of  the  sale  of 
the  winning  lotto  ticket  within 
12  hours  after  the  ticket  is 
drawn. 

Hart  said,  “This  is  a  win  win 
bill;  it  promotes  fairness  for  lo¬ 
tto  for  players  and  it  is  good 
customer  relations  for  the  Lot¬ 
tery  Bureau”  .  The  bill,  Senate 
Bill  439  has  been  referred  to 
the  Senate  Gaming  Committee. 

According  to  a  report  pub¬ 
lished  by  the  State  Lottery  Bu¬ 
reau,  so  far  this  fiscal  year, 
over  four  million  dollars  in  un- 
claimed  prizes  have  been 
turned  back  to  the  state. 

hart  explained  he  is  intro- 
duing  this  bill  to,  “make  sure 
players  of  the  lottery  have  ac¬ 
cess  to  all  information  that  is 
available  so  that  they  do  not 
lose  an  opportunity  to  claim 
their  winnings.”

Be¬ 
cause  Toll  felt  state  legisla¬ 
tures  often  have  a  narrow, 
parochial  view,  he  founded  an 
organization  to  provide  a  na¬ 
tionwide  network  to  state  leg¬ 
islators  -  the  Council  of  State 
Governments.

TION,  OF  MECHANICAL  SYSTEMS,  BY  PROVIDING  REASON¬ 
ABLE  SAFEGUARDS  TO  PROTECT  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  AND 
SAFETY  AGAINST  THE  HAZARDS  OF  INADEQUATE,  DEFEC¬ 
TIVE  OR  UNSAFE  MECHANICAL  SYSTEMS  AND  INSTALLA¬ 
TIONS;  PROVIDING  FOR  THE  ISSUANCE  OF  PERMITS,  COL¬ 
LECTION  OF  FEES,  MAKING  OF  INSPECTIONS,  EXEMPTING 
THE  CITY  FROM  THE  STATE  CONSTRUCTION  CODE  ACT  OF 
1972,  THE  CONSTRUCTION  CODE  AND  ALL  AMENDMENTS 
THERETO  PROMULGATED  OR  ADOPTED  PURSUANT  TO  SEC¬ 
TION  4  OF  THAT  PUBLIC  ACT,  ADOPTING  BY  REFERENCE,  THE 
1996  INTERNATIONAL  MECHANICAL  CODE,  AS  THE  MECHAN¬ 
ICAL  CODE  FOR  THE  CITY  OF  ROMULUS;  DEFINING  CERTAIN 
REFERENCES  IN  SUCH  CODE;  PROVIDING  PENALTIES  FOR 
THE  VIOLATION  THEREOF;  AND  REPEALING  EXISTING  SEC¬ 
TION  5-111  AND  AMENDING  SECTION  5-112  OF  THE  CITY  OF  RO¬ 
MULUS,  COUNTY  OF  WAYNE,  STATE  OF  MICHIGAN. 

THE  CITY  OF  ROMULUS,  WAYNE  COUNTY,  MICHIGAN,  HERE¬ 
BY  ORDAINS: 

Section  1.  Exemption.  The  City  of  Romulus,  Wayne  County,  Michigan,  pur¬ 
suant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  8  of  the  State  Construction  Code  Act,  hereby 
exempts  itself  from  the  State  Construction  Code  Act  and  from  the  State  Con¬ 
struction  Code  and  all  amendments  thereto  promulgated  or  adopted  pursuant  to 
Section  4  of  that  Public  Act,  except  as  set  forth  in  Section  2. 

Section  2.  Section  5-1 1 1  of  Article  V  of  Chapter  V  of  the  Romulus  City  Code  is 
hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

5-111 

Code  Adopted  Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  8  of  the  State  Construc¬ 
tion  Code  Act,  the  International  Mechanical  Code,  1996  Edition,  including  Ap¬ 
pendix  A,  is  hereby  adopted  by  reference  and  made  a  part  hereof  as  if  fully  set 
out  in  this  Ordinance,  with  the  additions,  insertions,  deletions  and  changes,  if  any, 
prescribed  in  Section  3  of  this  Ordinance.  A  copy  of  the  International  Mechani¬ 
cal  Code,  1996  Edition,  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  City  Cleric 
Section  3.  Section  5-112  of  Article  V  of  Chapter  V  of  the  Romulus  City  Code  is 
hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

5-112  References  in  Code.  As  used  in  the  International  Mechanical  Code, 
1996  Edition,  adopted  by  the  City  as  its  Mechanical  Code  by  this  Ordinance,  the 
term  or  reference  in  that  Code  to  the  “name  of  jurisdiction”  shall  mean  or  refer  to 
the  City  of  Romulus,  Wayne  County,  Michigan;  the  reference  therein  to  the 
“date  of  adoption  of  this  Code”  shall  mean  the  date  of  adoption  of  this  Ordi¬ 
nance;  the  reference  therein  to  the  word  ‘"State”  shall  mean  the  State  of  Michi¬ 
gan;  the  reference  therein  to  the  words  “Municipal  Charter”  shall  mean  the  Char¬ 
ter  of  the  City  of  Romulus,  and  the  reference  therein  to  “local  ordinances”  shall 
mean  a  reference  to  the  provisions  of  the  Mechanical  Code  of  the  City  of  Romu¬ 
lus  adopted  by  this  Ordinance  or  other  ordinances  of  the  City.  Additionally,  the 
following  sections  of  the  International  Mechanical  Code  are  revised  as  follows: 

10L1  Insert  ‘City  of  Romulus”  for  “[NAME  OF  JURISDICTION]”; 

10652  Insert  ‘  ‘(Fee  Schedule  as  promulgated  by  Resolution  adopted  by 
City  Council)”  for  “[JURISDICTION  TO  INSERT  APPROPRIATE 
SCHEDULE]”; 

10653  Insert  “50%”  for  “[Specific  Percentage]”  in  two  locations. 

1084  Insert  ‘‘misdemeanor”  for  “[OFFENSE]”,  insert  $500.00  for  the 
“[amount]”,  insert  “90  days”  for  “[NUMBER  OF  DAYS]”; 

1085  Insert  “$100.00”  for  “[AMOUNT]”  in  the  phrase  “shall  be  liable  to  a 
fine  of  not  less  than  [AMOUNT]”,  and  insert  “$500.00”  for 
“[AMOUNT]”  in  the  phrase  “or  more  than  [AMOUNT]”; 

Chapter  16,  Codes  Insert  “BOCA  National  Building  Code”  Thirteenth  Edition, 
19%  for  “[Building  Code]”  and  insert  “BOCA  National  Fire  Prevention  Code” 
for  “[Fire  Prevention  Code].” 

Section  4.  Saving  Clause,  Nothing  in  this  Ordinance  or  in  the  International 
Mechanical  Code  hereby  adopted  shall  be  construed  to  affect  any  suit  or  pro¬

Henry  Ford  Museum  honors  Wizard  of  Menlo  Park’ 


In  1997,  the  150th  anniver¬ 
sary  of  Thomas  Alva  Edison’s 
birth,  we  still  marvel  at  the  in¬ 
genious  mind  that  brought  us 
the  phonograph  and  the  prac¬ 
tical  incandescent  light  bulb. 
But  it  wasn’t  sheer  wizardry 
that  made  Edison  the  leading 
inventor  of  his  time.  It  was  a 
special  combination  of  skills 
and  savvy. 

Edison’s  systematic  ap¬ 
proach  to  problem-solving,  his 
shrewd  sense  of  public  rela¬ 
tions,  and  his  knack  for  orga¬ 
nizing  workers,  resources  and 
financial  backing  were  keys  to 
his  greatest  successes  -  and  to 
his  most  spectacular  failures. 
Today,  his  life  still  serves  as  an 
example  of  how  to  inspire  and 
nurture  innovation. 

Young  Thomas  Edison  was  a 
poor  student,  but  he  was  re¬ 
lentlessly  curious.  His  early 
years  as  a  traveling  telegraph 
operator  exposed  him  to  what 
was  then  the  most  advanced 
form  of  communication  and  to 
the  relatively  new  scientific 
frontier  of  electricity. 

Ever  inquisitive,  Edison 
picked  the  brains  of  telegraph 
technicians  wherever  he  went 
and  began  thinking  of  ways  to 
improve  the  technology.  Be¬ 
fore  long,  he  was  devoting  him¬ 
self  exclusively  to  inventing, 
and  he  received  his  first  tele¬ 


graph  patent  in  his  early  twen¬ 
ties.  What  happened  next  set 
Edison  apart  from  all  other  in¬ 
ventors  of  his  time. 

“Inventions  up  until  that 
time  primarily  came  within  a 
single  industry.  Textile  ma¬ 
chine  makers  invented  better 
textile  machines,  printers  who 
knew  enough  about  mechanics 
invented  better  printing 
presses,”  explains  William 
Pretzer,  educational  programs 
team  leader  at  Henry  Ford 
Museum  &  Greenfield  Village. 
But  “instead  of  solving  a  prob¬ 
lem  as  an  inventor,  Edison  de¬ 
cided  to  be  a  problem  solver 
and  then  rent  himself  out.  He 
was  the  first  person  who  set 
himself  up  as  a  professional 
change  maker.” 

It  was  a  bold  move.  But  such 
boldness,  optimism  and  confi¬ 
dence  characterized  all  of  Edi¬ 
son’s  undertakings. 

Even  as  a  young  man,  Edi¬ 
son  was  wise  enough  to  realize 
that  he  needed  more  than 
courage  and  confidence  to  suc¬ 
ceed  as  a  change  maker.  He 
pulled  together  raw  materials, 
equipment,  skilled  workers 
and  financial  resources  to  cre¬ 
ate  an  “inventory  factor”  at 
Menlo  Park,  New  Jersey.  It  was 
at  Menlo  Park  laboratory,  de¬ 
scribed  by  historians  as  the 
first  research  and  develop¬ 
ment  complex,  that  Edison 


reached  his  creative  peak.  It 
was  there,  too,  that  he  per¬ 
fected  a  method  of  translating 
his  ideas  into  useful  products. 

By  working  alongside  his 
employees  and  becoming  “one 
of  the  guys”  Edison  inspired 
loyalty  and  gave  his  workers  a 
sense  of  involvement  in  the 
projects  they  tackled.  He  pro¬ 
vided  the  ideas  and  inspira¬ 
tion  and  then  directed  the 
creative  process  like  a  sym¬ 
phony  conductor. 

Edison’s  genius  and  the  cre¬ 
ative  environment  of  the 
Menlo  Park  laboratory  clicked. 

Between  1876  and  1882,  Edi¬ 
son  received  more  than  400 
patents,  some  of  which  repre¬ 
sented  the  most  influential 
technologies  of  modern  Amer¬ 
ica.  He  invented  the  phono¬ 
graph,  perfected  a  carbon 
telephone  transmitter,  and  de¬ 
veloped  a  practical  incandes¬ 
cent  light  bulb  and  an 
electrical  generating  and 
transmitting  system. 

In  honoring  Edison  this 
year,  “we  don’t  need  to  recon¬ 
struct  the  light  bulb  or  try  to 
understand  even  more  pre¬ 
cisely  the  science  that  under¬ 
girds  his  inventions,”  says 
Pretzer.  “Rather,  we  should  re¬ 
flect  upon  his  capability  to 
take  risks,  to  preserve  and  to 
think  in  terms  of  what  people

Michigan  United  Conserva¬ 
tion  Clubs,  the  state’s  largest 
conservation  organization, 
praised  three  state  Senators 
for  their  efforts  to  reduce  the 
destructive  effects  billboards 
have  on  the  scenic  quality  of 
Michigan 

Senate  Majority  Policy 
Leader  Dick  Posthumus, 
R-Alto,  Senator  Leon  Stille, 
R-Spring  Lake,  and  Senator 
Loren  Bennett,  R-Canton 
Township,  gathered  together 
on  Earth  Day,  April  22,  to  an¬ 
nounce  two  initiatives  aimed 
toward  the  preservation  of 
Michigan’s  scenic  natural 
beauty. 

“Senator  Stille’s  Scenic 
Michigan  Initiative  and  Sena¬ 
tor  Bennett’s  Senate  Bill  341 
are  positive  steps  toward  de¬ 
creasing  the  proliferation  of 
billboards  and  restoring  our 
states  natural  heritage,  “said 
Richard  L.  Jameson,  executive 
director  of  Michigan  United 
Conservation  Clubs. 

In  1972,  the  Michigan  State 
Legislature  passed  the  High¬ 
way  Advertising  Act.  This  act 
was  originally  designed  to  reg¬ 
ulate  and  control  outdoor  ad¬ 
vertising  with  the  hopes  of 
preserving  the  scenic  beauty 
of  our  state. 

Now,  25  years  after  its  pas¬ 
sage,  the  act  has  become  little 
more  than  a  billboard  protec¬ 
tion  program,  Jameson  said.  A 
person  traveling  down  one  of 
Michigan’s  highways  can  ex¬ 
pect  to  see.signs  that  are 
wider,  taller,  and  more  plenti¬ 
ful  than  they  were  in  1972.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  the  Michigan 
Department  of  Transportation, 
9,513  commercial  signs  cur¬ 
rently  stand  along  Michigan 
highways,  and  permit  have 
been  purchase  for  another 
3,230  more  signs  that  could  be 
erected  at  any  time. 

The  second  billboard  initia¬ 
tive,  sponsored  by  Bennett, 
will  ban  tobacco  advertising 
on  billboards.

dent,  who  on  April  23  was  left 
stranded  at  a  bus  stop  by  a  dis¬ 
trict  bus  driver. 

“Jeffrey  was  lucky  that  I  was 
home  when  he  was  stranded 
out  there  for  40  minutes  in  the 
bushes  because  he’s  liable  to 
do  anything,”  said  Gayle  Be¬ 
llamy,  who  was  not  notified 
that  her  son  was  denied  a  ride. 

The  perceived  administra¬ 
tive  “run-around”  drove  her  to 
speak  about  her  disabled  son, 
at  last  Monday’s  board  meet¬ 
ing. 

The  following  day,  Superin¬ 
tendent  James  Richendollar 
offered  to  meet  with  her  and 
Robert  Crain,  the  district’s  di¬ 
rector  of  special  education,  on 
May  1  to  hear  her  safety  re¬ 
quests  and  her  complaints 
against  Crain. 

The  director  had  suspended 
Jeffrey  for  two  days  for  calling 
a  female  classmate  a  “ho”  on 
the  bus.  When  she  previously 
called  Crain  to  discuss  the  in¬ 
cident,  he  allegedly  said:  “Jeff 
needs  someone  to  jump  on  him 
to  fully  understand  the  conse¬ 
quences.”  And  “You  should  lay 
awake  at  night  until  you  found 
a  solution  to  Jeff’s  problems. 

Crain  denied  the  assertion, 
saying  “She’s  blowing  it  all  out 
of  proportion.” 

Nevertheless,  Bellamy 
hired  a  baby-sitter  and 
brought  her  husband  Wayne,

who  took  a  vacation  day  from 
his  job  at  GM,  to  attend  the 
meeting.  It  never  came  off  and 
she  wondered  if  she  was  get¬ 
ting  the  run-around  again,  es¬ 
pecially  since  Crain  told  MCN 
that  had  never  been  informed 
of  the  May  Day  meeting. 

“I’m  unaware  that  the  meet¬ 
ing  had  been  scheduled,” 
Crain  said.  “I’m  a  key  player 
and  I  didn’t  know  anything 
about  it.” 

Though  Richendollar  re¬ 
scheduled  the  meeting,  the 
last-second  cancellation  riled 
Bellamy  and  prompted  her  to 
raise  the  stakes.  If  satisfactory 
arrangements  aren’t  made  to 
protect  Jeffrey,  who,  she  said, 
belongs  back  on  a  special  edu¬ 
cation  bus  where  children 
won’t  tease  and  threaten  him; 
and  if  Crain  isn’t  punished  for 
his  alleged  insensitive  re¬ 
marks;  then  she  will  consider 
filing  a  complaint  with  the 
Michigan  Civil  Rights  Commis¬ 
sion. 

“Disabled  students  are  enti¬ 
tled  to  transportation  to 
school,”  said  Wayne  Bellamy, 
“otherwise  they’re  being  de¬ 
nied  access  to  an  education.” 

Besides  complaining  about 
Crain’s  alleged  statements, 
Gayle  Bellamy  blames  the  dis¬ 
trict  for  forcing  Jeffrey  - 
whose  behavior  problems  are 
being  treated  with  Ritalin  and 
weekly  therapy  sessions  -  on  a 
regular  bus  by  mistake. 

She  said:  “He  was  on  a  spe¬ 
cial  education  bus  before  be¬ 
cause  of  his  behavior 
problems.  But  last  summer 
they  made  a  mistake  and  sent 
me  papers  saying  that  he 
would  ride  on  a  regular  bus. 
For  two  weeks  before  the  start 
of  school  I  prepared  him  for 
the  regular  bus.  ‘You’re  a  big 
boy  now,  you’re  so  good,  you’re 
on  the  regular  bus,’  I  said. 
‘How  wonderful.’ 

“On  the  first  day,  he  was 
thrilled  to  get  on  the  regular 
bus.  But  after  he  was  aboard, 
the  special  education  bus 
came  to  my  house.  Since  I 
made  such  a  big  deal  about 
him  being  accepted  on  the  reg¬ 
ular  bus,  I  couldn’t  do  a  turn¬ 
around  and  say,  ‘You’re  not 
good  enough  for  the  regular 
bus.’” 

On  the  regular  bus  kids 
teased  and  taunted  Jeffrey,  Be¬ 
llamy  said.  In  turn,  Jeffrey 
called  them  names. 

Besides  the  suspension  for 
calling  a  girl  a  “ho,”  he  was 
earlier  suspended  for  calling  a 
boy  a  faggot.  At  that  time,  Be¬ 
llamy  said  she  informed 
Jeffrey’s  bus  drivers  about  his 
disabilities. 

Crain  disagreed,  saying  that 
Bellamy’s  complaints  were  ex¬ 
cuses  for  “Jeffrey’s  profanity  to 
a  student  and  disrespect  to  a 
driver”  and  for  Bellamy’s  fail¬ 
ure  to  remedy  her  son’s  behav¬ 
ior. 

He  said:  “She  was  really 
pushing  me  for  a  fail  safe  solu¬ 
tion.  I  told  her  that  I  had  no 
answer  and  that  she  knew  him 
better  than  I  did.

National  Day  of  Prayer  celebrated

A  small  gathering  of  Ro¬ 
mulus  area  pastors  and  laity 
Christians  were  forced  to  take 
their  National  Day  of  Prayer 
activities  inside  Romulus  City 
Hall  last  Thursday,  but  still 
urged  God  to  help  national, 
state  and  political  leaders  to 
return  to  the  spirit  of  this  na¬ 
tion’s  founding  fathers. 

Joining  in  the  prayer  cycle 
were  Pastors  James  O’Guin  of 
the  Gateway  Assembly  of  God, 
William  Bingham  of  the  Ro¬ 
mulus  Church  of  God,  John 
Jones  of  Mount  Olive  Baptist 
Church,  Arthur  Willis  of  the 
Pentecostal  Missionary  Bap¬ 
tist  Church,  Brad  Lewis  of  the 
Community  United  Methodist 
Church,  Chad  Moore  of  the 
Ball  Road  Tabernacle  Church 
and  evangelist  A1  Hamlet  of 
'  the  Gateway  Assembly  of  God 
Church. 

The  service  was  coordi¬ 
nated  by  Victor  Parker  of  the 
Romulus  Wesleyan  Church. 

O’Guin  lead  off  the  service 
with  prayers  for  our  nation, 
and  in  particular  for  President 
William  Clinton,  the  Congress 
and  the  Supreme  Court. 

He  set  the  theme  for  the  day 
by  asking  the  Lord  to  touch 
Clinton’s  heart  and  return  our 
national  spirit  to  coincide  with 
our  national  motto  “In  God  We 
Trust” 

O’Guin  decried  the  fact  that 
we  have  gone  “so  far  away 
frontjtJiiSih&tion’s  foundations 
and  so  far  from  the  Lord’s 
teachings.”  Because  of  that  he 
asked  “forgiveness  even  for 
our  churches!” 

Bingham,  praying  for  our 
state,  revealed  he  expects  soon 
to  see  revival  in  Michigan  that 
will  touch  the  hearts  of  even 
our  leaders  in  Lansing.” 

He  also  thanked  God  for 
providing  places  for  state  resi¬ 
dents  to  “worship  you,  a  privi¬ 


lege  not  all  around  the  world 
have  in  common.” 

Jones,  who  prayed  for 
Wayne  County,  urged  the 
“Lord  to  unite  us  with  you  so 
that  we  may  have  unity  of  pur¬ 
pose  and  spirit.” 

He  asked  that  municipality 
leaders  (such  as  in  Romulus, 
Westland,  Wayne  and  Inkster) 
know  “that  you  God  have  the 
power  to  give  and  to  take  away.

He  also 
begged  residents  to  “love  your 
children,  don’t  abuse  them.” 

Worldwide,  Lewis  observed, 
people  are  throwing  their  chil¬ 
dren  out  on  the  scrap  heap  of 
society,  by  not  loving  them  as 
we  are  directed  to  by  the  Lord.

move  any  strife  in  the  personal 
lives  of  city  leaders,  stating  “if 
they  cannot  lead  their  own 
homes  effectively,  how  can 
they  successfully  lead  this 
city.”

space  was  shared  with  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Social  Services 
and  the  Secretary  of  State.  In 
July  of  1982,  the  office  and  its 
30  employees  moved  to  its  pre¬ 
sent  location,  directly  behind 
the  Inkster  Fire  Station. 

Beginning  in  December  of 
last  year,  the  officer  under¬ 
went  an  extensive  renovation 
which  involved  construction  of 
a  uniquely  designed  privacy 
wall.  New  wall  covering,  car¬ 
peting  and  furniture  were 
brought  into  the  office  and  the 
telephone  system  was  recon¬ 
figured  to  conform  with  the 
new  office  design. 


The  current  field  office 
manager  is  Raynetta  Manees, 
and  operations  supervisor  is 
Peggy  Thomas.  Individuals 
who  have  served  as  manager  of 
the  Inkster  office  are  Robert 
Long,  1975-1989;  Michael  Link,

and  Diane  Malkin,  1992  to  1996. 

The  Inkster  office  serves 
Southwestern  Wayne  County, 
covering  200  square  miles  with 
some  237,936  residents.  Com¬ 
munities  served  are  Inkster, 
Garden  City,  Wayne,  Westland, 
Romulus,  Belleville  and  New 
Boston.

Mazda  B-4000  has  roomy  interior,  lots  of  extras

I  recently  had  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  driving  the  Mazda 
B-4000  4x4  pickup.  It  was  nice 
but,  not  one  of  my  favorites. 

Mazda  decided  to  bring 
^.back  the  popular  SE-5  model. 
\*The  SE-5  pickup  comes 
^equipped  with  drivers  side  air¬ 
bag  and  an  antilock  braking 


system,  and  also  includes  alloy 
wheels,  rear  sliding  window, 
air  conditioning,  and  bedliner 
standard. 

While  in  this  truck  I  found  it 
to  be  very  roomy.  The  1997 
Mazda  B-  series  trucks  offer 
regular  or  the  popular  Cab 
Plus  extended-cab  design. 
Regular  cab  models  offer  an 
impressive  amount  of 

room  inside,  providing  seat¬ 


ing  for  thi'ee.  Cab  Plus  models 
feature  extra  room  behind  the 
front  seats.  This  sizable  area 
increases  inside  storage  and/ 
or  seating  for  two  passengers. 

The  interior  of  the  truck  was 
just  all  right,  I  found  it  to  have 
an  over  abundance  of  plastic 
on  the  doors  and  dash  how¬ 
ever,  the  seats  were  patterned 
cloth.  Why  couldn’t  they  have 
put  some  of  that  cloth  on  the 


door  panels?  The  sound  sys¬ 
tem  was  just  run  of  the  mill, 
nothing  all  that  special.  I  also 
found  the  steering  to  be  real 
tight  and  the  ride  to  be  rough. 
It  was  almost  like  driving  a 
Sherman  tank! 

A  choice  of  two  or  four- 
wheel  drive  is  offered  on  the 
B-Series  for  1997.  For  easy  op¬ 
eration,  the  “shift-on-the-fly” 
four-wheel  drive  can  be  en-

gaged  at  the  twist  of  a  switch, 
located  on  the  dash,  that  locks 
the  front  hubs  automatically. 

When  looking  at  the  outside 
of  the  vehicle,  it  looks  sporty  (a 
little  boxy  for  my  taste).  It  sat 
up  to  high  for  me  also,  running 
boards  should  come  standard. 
For  a  five-foot-five-inch  wo¬ 
man,  it  was  very  hard  to  enter 
and  exit.  I  practically  needed  a 
ladder. 

Some  of  the  standard  fea¬ 
tures  of  the  Mazda  are:  drivers 
side  airbag,  ashtray,  audible 
alert  for  door  ajar  and  head¬ 
lights  on,  coat  hook,  consolette 
(black  only,)  dome  light,  glove 
box,  intermittent  wipers,  tilt, 
air,  cruise,  AM/FM  radio 
w/clock,  power  windows  and 
locks  etc... 

For  1997,  the  B4000  is  avail¬ 


able  with  a  five-speed  auto¬ 
matic  transmission,  making  it 
one  of  the  first  vehicles  in  this 
segment  to  offer  this  conve¬ 
nient  feature.  With  220  pound- 
feet  of  torque,  the  B4000  is 
strong  enough  to  tow  a  trailer 
weighing  up  to  5,900  pounds.  It 
offers  a  V6, 160  horsepower  4.0 
liter  engine.  To  bad  that  the 
pick  up  was  not  there.  I  found 
it  to  be  rather  sluggish. 

Let  me  mention  a  little  bit 
about  fuel  economy  and  price. 
The  gas  mileage  was  better 
than  I  had  anticipated,  24 
miles  per  gallon  city  and  32  on 
the  highway.  Price,  well  let’s 
just  say  that  for  almost  $25,000 
I  could  have  a  Ford  F-250, 
Chevrolet  S-10,  or  a  Jeep  Cher¬ 
okee  loaded! 


Land  Rower  responds  to  review 


To  the  editor: 

I  just  received  a  copy  of 
your  review  of  the  Discovery 
and  must  admit  that  I  was  a 
little  disappointed,  as  I  re¬ 
member  from  our  phone  con¬ 
versations  you  were  excited 
about  the  vehicle  and  in  fact 
liked  it. 

I  just  wanted  to  try  to  give 
you  some  additional  perspec¬ 
tive  on  the  vehicle  that  may  ad¬ 
dress  some  of  your  problems 
with  it. 

We  have  been  criticized  for 
not  being  very  car-like,  the  fact 
is  that  the  Discovery  is  a  true 
sport  utility  and  does  not  pre¬ 
tend  to  be  a  car  nor  do  we  mar¬ 
ket  it  as  such.  As  you  touched 
on  in  your  review,  Discovery’s 
roots  are  in  the  off-road  duty 


side  of  the  spectrum. 

Gas  mileage  is  not  out  of 
line  with  competitors,  keeping 
in  mind  Discovery’s  heavy  duty 
construction  and  added  safety 
such  as  side  impact  protection- 
which  many  competitors  do 
not  have.  The  customer  gets  a 
sturdier  vehicle  with  more  fea¬ 
tures  than  the  competition-and 
the  same  fuel  economy  as  the 
rest  of  the  pack. 

As  you  write  in  your  photo 
caption,  “A  uniquely  equipped 
vehicle  that  represents  seg¬ 
ment  leading  value.”  That  is 
exactly  how  we  see  Discovery, 
and  as  I  read  that  statement  I 
found  it  troubling  that  in  your 
ultimate  decision  you  decided 
that  you  did  not  like  it.

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Sumpter  ‘rodeo’  focuses  on  safety

A  rodeo  is  coming  to  Sump- 
Iter  Township.  But,  instead  of 
bulls  and  horses,  bicycles  will 
Itake  center  stage. 

David  M.  Green,  Wayne 
County  Sheriff’s  Department 
Community  Policing  officer  for 
$umpter  Township,  developed 
the  project  with  the  help  of 
Sumpter  Parks  and  Recreation 
land  the  Belleville  Optimist 
Club. 

“The  rodeo  doesn’t  pit  child 
'against  child,”  Officer  Green 
explained.  “It  teaches  the  law, 
Dike  safety,  and  bike  stores 
vill  be  doing  safety  checks.” 

The  rodeo,  also  known  as 
Jicycle  Safety  Day,  is  slated  to 
(take  place  10  a.m.  to  4  p.m. 
June  7  in  the  parking  lot  of  the 
Sumpter  Township  Commu- 
hity  Center.  The  activity  is 
ppen  to  all  ages,  making  this 
more  of  a  family  day. 

According  to  Green’s  pro¬ 
posal,  this  bike  rodeo  is  differ¬ 
ent  from  others  in  many  ways. 
(“This  rodeo  was  designed  to 
jteach  real  world  skills  that 
children  need  to  survive  on 
ithe  roads,”  he  stated.  “There 
jare  exercises  in  looking  back 
without  swerving,  riding 
straight  while  missing  pot¬ 
holes  and  crossing  busy  streets 
without  getting  hit  by  cars.”

’  Canton  Planning  Commis¬ 
sion  recommended  approval 
of  two  Planned  Development 
Districts,  calling  both  projects 
innovative  and  exciting. 

Founders  Woods  Planned 
Development  District  received 
the  Planning  Commission’s 
preliminary  approval. 

Proposed  for  222  acres 
south  of  Ford  Road,  between 
Ijtidge  and  Beck, the  develop¬ 
ment  would  feature  two  sepa- 
rate  subdivisions 
Encompassing  a  total  of  303 
residential  lots.  Vintage  Valley 
Subdivision,  on  the  southeast 
comer  of  Ford  and  Ridge,  will 
be  designed  to  preserve  vistas 
along  Ridge  and  Ford  roads. 
Antique  Forest  subdivision, 
located  further  east  of  Ford 
Road,  will  preserve  significant 
wooded  areas,  giving  the  de¬ 
velopment  a  more  secluded  at¬ 
mosphere. 

The  development  will  also 
feature  a  12-acre  park  area, 
“Southern  Park,”  located  on 
the  south  side  of  Saltz  Road. 
More  than  83  acres  of  open 
space  will  be  maintained  in 
the  Founders  Woods  develop¬ 
ment. 

Central  Park  Planned  De¬ 
velopment  District  is  proposed 
for  680  acres  between  Cherry 
Hill  and  Geddes,  extending 
from  Beck  to  a  point  just  west 
of  Denton.  The  development 
will  provide  a  range  of  resi¬ 
dential  opportunities,  includ¬ 
ing  attached  condominiums, 
detached  condominiums  and 
single-family  subdivisions. 

Plans  also  include  a  pro¬ 
posed  nine-hole  extension  to 
the  Pheasant  Run  Golf  Club 
and  a  39-acre  park,  which  will 
be  dedicated  to  Canton  Towns¬ 
hip  for  active  recreational  use. 

The  Planning  Commission’s 
recommended  approval  is  con¬ 
tingent  on  the  developer  meet¬ 
ing  some  special  require¬ 
ments,  such  as  paving  sections 
of  proctor  and  Denton  roads, 
adjusting  some  lot  depths  and 
meeting  some  road  paving 
specifications  within  the  de¬ 
velopment.

Day  will  be  set  up  with  nine 
stations,  such  as  the  Bike 
Shop,  Seeing  and  Being  Seen, 
Demon  Driveway,  and  Crazy 
Crossroads.  All  of  these  are  de¬ 
signed  to  keep  kids  safe,  and 
remind  parents  of  the  hazards 
their  children  may  face  when 
they  hop  on  their  bike. 

Green  said  he  is  hoping  to 
see  at  least  500  bikes  at  the 
event.  Currently,  he  has  about 
20  people  who  have  volun¬ 
teered  to  help  out. 

Along  with  the  bike  safety, 
the  officer  said  he,  in  coopera¬ 
tion  with  the  Sumpter  Police 


Department,  would  like  to  re¬ 
introduce  bicycle  licensing  in 
the  township.  This  would  make 
returning  found  bikes  to  their 
rightful  owners.  Bike  licenses 
will  be  given  out  free  on  the 
day  of  the  rodeo.  After  June  7, 
there  will  be  a  small  fee  in¬ 
volved. 

All  bicyclists  will  have  to 
register  for  the  bike  rodeo. 
Upon  registering,  participants 
will  be  given  a  bicycle  inspec¬ 
tion  form,  to  be  filled  out  at  the 
first  station.  The  cyclists  will 
also  receive  a  handlebar  hang 
tag  to  be  used  at  all  stations. 

Small  prizes  will  be 
awarded  at  each  station,  and  a 
few  larger  prizes,  possibly 
bikes,  will  be  given  away  over¬ 
all. 

Green  reported  that, 
through  a  grant,  he  had  $1,000 
available  to  put  on  the  event. 
Dennis  Dukes,  owner  of 
Rawsonville  Woods  Mobile 
Home  Park,  donated  $1,000  to 
the  cause. 

“We  all  got  hurt  on  bikes 
when  we  were  kids,”  Dukes 
said.  “This  is  a  great  idea.”

Section  1.  Exemption.  The  City  of  Romulus,  Wayne  County,  Michigan,  pur¬ 
suant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  8  of  the  State  Construction  Code  Act,  hereby 
exempts  itself  from  the  State  Construction  Code  Act  and  from  the  State  Con¬ 
struction  Code  and  all  amendments  thereto  promulgated  or  adopted  pursuant  to 
Section  4  of  that  Public  Act,  except  as  set  forth  in  Section  2. 

Section  2.  Section  5-31  of  Article  in  of  Chapter  V  of  the  Romulus  City  Code  is 
hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows:

dinance,  with  the  additions,  insertions,  deletions  and  changes,  if  any,  prescribed 
in  Section  3  of  this  Ordinance.  A  copy  of  the  National  Electrical  Code  and  the 
technical  amendments,  shall  be  filed  with  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk. 

Section  3.  Section  5-32, 5-33  and  5-34  of  Article  IV  of  Chapter  V  of  the  Romu¬ 
lus  City  Code  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows:

References  in  Code.  As  used  in  the  National  Electrical  Code,  19%  Edition,  and 
the  technical  amendment  adopted  by  the  City  as  its  Electrical  Code  by  this  Ordi¬ 
nance,  the  term  or  reference  in  that  Code  to  the  “name  of  jurisdiction”  shall  mean 
or  refer  to  the  City  of  Romulus,  Wayne  County,  Michigan;  the  reference  therein 
to  the  “date  of  adoption  of  this  Code”  shall  mean  the  date  of  adoption  of  this  Or¬ 
dinance;  the  reference  therein  to  the  word  “State”  shall  mean  the  State  of  Michi¬ 
gan;  the  reference  therein  to  the  words  “Municipal  Charter”  shall  mean  the  Char¬ 
ter  of  the  City  of  Romulus,  and  the  reference  therein  to  “local  ordinances”  shall 
mean  or  refer  to  the  provisions  of  the  Electrical  Code  and  technical  amendment 
of  the  City  of  Romulus  adopted  by  this  Ordinance  or  other  ordinances  of  the 
City.  All  other  provisions  of  Section  5-32  containing  amendments  and  excep¬ 
tions  to  the  National  Electrical  Code  are  repealed  Additionally,  Sections  5-33 
and  5-34  of  the  existing  Electrical  Code  are  repealed 

Section  4.  Saving  Clause.  Nothing  in  this  Ordinance  or  in  the  Electrical  Code 
hereby  adopted  shall  be  construed  to  affect  any  suit  or  proceeding  impending  in 
any  court  or  administrative  body,  or  any  rights  acquired  or  liability  incurred  or 
any  cause  or  causes  of  action  acquired  or  existing,  under  any  Act  or  Ordinance 
hereby  repealed  as  cited  in  Section  5  of  this  Ordinance;  nor  shall  any  just  or  legal 
right  or  remedy  of  any  character  be  lost,  impaired  or  affected  by  this  Ordinance. 
Section  5.  Severability,  Should  any  word,  sentence,  phrase  or  any  portion  of 
this  Ordinance  be  held  in  a  manner  invalid  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdic¬ 
tion  or  by  any  state  agency  having  authority  to  do  so  for  any  reason  whatsoever,

CHAPTER  1 
ARTICLE  III 

An  Ordinance  of  the  City  of  Romulus  Providing  That  the  Code  of  Ordinances 
Chapter  1  be  Amended  by  Adding  a  New  Section  243  Entitled  “Personnel  Poli¬ 
cies  and  Procedures”  for  the  Purpose  of  Establishing  the  Process  by  Which  Such 
Policies  are  Developed,  Approved  and  Implemented. 

THE  CITY  OF  ROMULUS  ORDAINS: 

Section  1:  Short  Title 

This  ordinance  shall  be  known  and  cited  as  the  Administration  Ordinance. 
Section  2:  Article  III  of  Chapter  1  of  the  Romulus  City  Code  entitled  “Adminis¬ 
tration”  shall  be  amended  by  adding  a  new  Section  2-43  entitled  “Personnel  Poli¬ 
cies  and  Procedures”  which  shall  read  as  follows: 

Section  3:  Section  243. 

Personnel  Policies  and  Procedures. 

The  City  may  establish  certain  personnel  policies  and  procedures  governing  City 
employees,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  certain  fringe  benefits,  provided  that 
such  policies  neither  violate  federal,  state  or  local  statute,  nor  the  terms  of  any  ap¬ 
plicable  collective  bargaining  agreement  for  those  employees  in  a  collective  bar¬ 
gaining  unit  with  the  City.  To  the  extent  the  adopted  policies  and  procedures 
conflict  with  an  applicable  collective  bargaining  agreement,  the  terms  of  the 
agreement  shall  control,  as  to  employees  covered  by  the  agreement  All  such 
policies  and  procedures  shall  be  approved  by  resolution  of  the  City  Council  prior 
to  implementation.  Such  resolution  shall  require  approval  by  a  two-thirds  vote 
of  the  Council  elect  The  Council  may,  by  separate  resolution,  establish  a  Per¬ 
sonnel  Policies  and  Procedures  Committee,  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  which  shall 
periodically*  review  the  City’s  personnel  policies  and  procedures  and  make  rec¬ 
ommendation  to  the  Administration  and  Council. 

Section  4.  Repeal  of  Conflicting  Provisions. 

All  resolutions,  ordinances  or  part s  thereof  in  conflict  with  provisions  of  this  or¬ 
dinance  are  to  the  extent  of  such  conflict  hereby  repealed 

Section  5:  Penalty. 

Anyone  found  guilty  of  violating  this  Section  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor 
and  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  to  exceed  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($500.00)  or 
by  imprisonment  not  to  exceed  ninety  (90)  days,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
court 

Section  6:  Severability 

Should  any  clause,  sentence,  paragraph,  sub-section  or  section  of  this  Article  be 
declared  void  or  otherwise  invalid  for  any  reason,  by  any  court  of  competent  ju¬ 
risdiction,  such  declaration  shall  not  affect  any  portion  of  this  Article  other  than 
the  part  specifically  declared  to  be  void. 

Section  7:  Effective  Date 

This  ordinance  shall  become  effective  immediately  upon  publication  in  the  offi¬ 
cial  newspaper.

SID  CAESAR:  “I  survived  it 
all,  and  despite  my  past  my 
future  looks  great.” 

That’s  all  that  counts  in  Sid’s 
book. 

At  age  72,  he  looks  on  his  life  as 
one  rocky  road  after  another. 

“I  wanted  to  be  cured,  but  I  did¬ 
n't  know  how.  But  one  day  before  a 
show  I  passed  out  drunk,”  the  leg¬ 
endary  comic  told  CONQUEST.  “I 
knew  my  life  had  to  drastically 
change,  or  I  would  be  dead  soon.” 

His  recovery  from  alcoholism 
led  him  to  write  an  autobiography, 
“Where  Have  I  Been,”  which  was  a 
bestseller  in  the  1980s. 

“I  have  been  straight  ever 
since,”  Sid  said. 

“When  you're  a  drunk  and  a  pill 
addict  —  as  I  was  for  most  of  my 
adult  years  —  there  comes  a  split 
second  in  your  life  when  you  have 
to  make  a  fateful  decision:  Do  I 
want  to  live,  or  do  I  want  to  die?” 

For  Sid  Caesar,  that  split  sec¬ 
ond  came  on  May  22,  1978. 

“I  was  at  the  Hotel  Regina  in 
Regina,  Saskatchewan,  where  I 
had  been  booked  to  do  the  play 
Last  of  the  Red  Hot  Lovers.’  It  was 
opening  night,  and  I  had  just  man¬ 
aged  to  stagger  through  the  first 
act.  Although  I  had  done  the  play 
about  a  thousand  times  before  and 
had  long  since  memorized  it,  I 
couldn’t  remember  my  lines.  I 
didn’t  even  know  where  I  was  sup¬ 
posed  to  stand  or  sit. 

“And  I  thought:  Drunks  think 
backward;  they  have  no  future  and 
they  can’t  cope  with  the  present. 
So,  befuddled  as  I  was,  my  mind 
was  able  to  go  back  to  many  of  the 
events  —  good  and  bad  —  that  had 
brought  me  to  this  point.  I  knew 
that  the  moment  of  decision  was 


fast  approaching.” 

He  remembered  thinking, 
“Maybe  I  was  trying  to  stave  off  my 
moment  of  truth  —  as  I  had  done 
so  many  times  before  —  by  first 
recalling  the  Glory  Years,  when, 
as  someone  else  once  put  it,  there 
was  too  much  too  soon. 

“I  remembered  Your  Show  of 
Shows’  and  ‘Caesar’s  Hour’  in  the 
early  days  of  television  in  the 
1950s.  I  was  not  yet  30-years-old 
and  was  making  a  million  dollars 
a  year.” 

NEXT  ACT:  “Getting  sober.” 

Today,  Sid  Caesar  looks  back  at 
the  dark  years  and  can  stand  tall. 

The  schedule  is  a  busy  one  for 
one  of  television’s  most  important 
pioneers. 

He  filmed  “The  Emperor’s  New 
Clothes”  for  Cannon  Films,  and 
starred  in  NBC’s  holiday  special, 
“Christmas  Snow.” 

In  early  1985,  he  was  inducted 
into  the  Television  Academy  Hall 
of  Fame.  He  guest-starred  in  the 
Hallmark  Hall  of  Fame  special  for 
NBC,  “Love  is  Never  Silent.”  And, 
he  played  a  magician  who  lost  his 
dexterity  in  Steven  Spielberg’s 
“Amazing  Stories,”  also  on  NBC. 

Sid  played  a  gryphon  on  the 
star-studded  “Alice  in 

Wonderland”  holiday  special  on 
CBS  in  1987.  He  appeared  on  the 
Metropolitan  opera  stage  as  the 
jailer,  Frosch,  in  “Die 
Fledermaus.” 

Also  he  recently  completed  the 
arduous  job  of  creating  65  half- 
hour  shows  from  more  than  450 
hours  of  material,  entitled  “The 
Best  of  Your  Show  of  Shows.” 

Last  year,  Sid  starred  both  On 
and  Off-Broadway  in  his  own 
revues.

Sid  Caesar  was  born  in  the  rough  facto¬ 
ry  town  of  Yonkers,  New  York,  on  the 


Hudson  River.  His  father,  who  was 
Austrian/Polish,  and  his  mother,  of 
Russian  extraction,  owned  a  lun¬ 
cheonette  serving  immigrant  workers. 

Young  Sid  showed  genius  as  a 
mimic,  and  during  the  Depression  he 
became  a  saxophone  player,  perform¬ 
ing  in  the  Catskills  at  age  13.  At  age  17, 
he  ushered  at  the  Capitol  Theatre  in 
New  York  City,  where  he  was  tipped  by 
stars  like  Lana  Turner  and  Claire 
Trevor.  A  year  later.  World  War  II 
broke  out  and  Sid  joined  the  Coast 
Guard. 


He  met  his  wife  Florence  Levy,  in 
1941  and  they  were  married  the  follow¬ 
ing  year. 

His  first  show  was  “Tars  and  Spars,” 
a  Coast  Guard  tribute,  directed  by  Max 
Liebman,  who  discovered  Sid. 

Your  Show  of  Shows,  launched  on 
NBC-TV  in  1950,  made  Sid  a  star. 

It  ran  four  years  and  won  him  two 
Emmy  Awards.  In  1954,  he  launched 
Caesar’s  Hour,  collecting  five  Emmy 
Awards  over  the  next  four  years.  In 
April,  1958,  he  was  suddenly  cancelled. 

At  the  time  Sid  was  already  drinking 
heavily,  but  it  was  not  interfering  with  his 
work... at  least  that’s  what  he  thought.

13  weeks  on  he  BBC,  where  he  was  dis¬ 
covered  by  Punch  Magazine.  On 
Broadway,  he  starred  in  the  hit  musi¬ 
cal,  “Little  Me.” 

He  turned  to  television  again  with 
“As  Caesar  Sees  It.” 

But  his  fondest  memories  stay  with 
Your  Show  of  Shows,  which  was  a  TV 
milestone:  It  proved  the  new  medium 
could  present  90  minutes  of  live  enter¬ 
tainment  every  Saturday  night, 
crammed  with  quality  humor  that 
could  parody  foreign  movies  and 


operas  as  easily  as  popular  culture.

2)  Make  it  painless.  If  your 
adjustable  rate  mortgage  adjusts 
downward,  plan  to  save  —  not 
spend  —  your  monthly  windfall. 

3)  Reach  for  higher  yields.  To 
compete  with  money  market  mutu¬ 
al  funds,  some  banks  offer  penalty- 
free  Certificates  of  Deposit  (CDs)  — 


but  watch  out  for  hidden  charges. 

4)  Put  found  money  away.  If 
you’re  earning  more  than  the 
Social  Security  withholding  cap  on 
payroll  taxes,  your  Social  Security 
deduction  will  stop  before  year- 
end.

Eighty-four-year-old  Phyllis  Czajczyn¬ 
ski  struck  a  blow  for  women’s  rights  by 
banking  pool  shots  alongside  the  men. 

Czajczynski  made  it  to  the  finals 
of  the  Henry  Ford  Retirement  Village 
Nine  Ball  Shoot  Out  —  despite 
being  legally  blind  and  wearing  thick 
glasses. 

“I  was  the  first  woman  that  wanted 
to  play  with  the  men.  Even  at  this  age, 
sometimes  you  have  to  break  down  bar¬ 
riers,”  said  Czajczynski,  a  retired  sec¬ 
retary  for  the  Detroit  Federation  of 
Musicians.  “When  I  was  growing  up, 


nice  girls  didn’t  go  into  pool  halls. 

“Sometimes  they  have  to  point  me 
in  the  right  direction,”  she  added  with 
a  laugh. 

Before  picking  up  the  game  at  the 
village,  Czajczynski  said  her  only  early 
pool  experience  was  one  night  at  a 
“risque”  hall  in  Hamtramck. 

“I  always  wanted  to  get  back  to  play¬ 
ing  pool  —  but  never  got  around  to  it,” 
she  said. 

She  has  been  trying  to  convince 
more  women  to  get  involved. 

“A  lot  have  come  down  to  watch,  but 
they  aren’t  sure  if  they  want  to  stay,” 
she  said. 


Each  player  was  assigned  a  handi¬ 
cap,  from  1  to  6,  and  then  had  to  win  the 
number  of  games  their  handicap 
reflected  to  prevail. 

After  20  players  played  more  than 
1,000  games  of  nine-ball.  Bill  Erdman 
edged  out  Czajczynski  for  first  place  in 
the  double-elimination  finals. 

The  winner  received  his  name  on  a 
plaque  that  hangs  in  the  pool  room, 
subscription  to  a  pool  magazine  and  a 
book  about  billiards. 

Pool  is  a  big  deal  at  the  village  in 
Dearborn,  no  doubt  about  it. 

Players  remind  each  other  when 
matches  are  going  to  be  shown  on 


ESPN,  some  get  in  practice  rounds 
early  in  the  morning  to  sharpen  up  and 
talk  trash  constantly  about  upcoming 
matches. 

“It’s  for  fun,  but  we  take  it  serious¬ 
ly,”  said  Donald  Rennie,  the  tourna¬ 
ment  organizer. 

The  tournament  took  nearly  three 
months  to  play,  said  Rennie,  and  is 
serious  business. 

“Shake  hands  to  start  and  end 
matches.  Be  quiet  when  your  opponent 
is  shooting.  Do  not  move  around  when 
the  opponent  is  shooting,”  said  Rennie 
in  the  rules.  “When  needed,  assist  in 
racking  the  balls.” 


Tips  for  Mature  Women  Re-entering  the  Workforce

When  my  neighbor  Alice’s  husband 
died  she  was  left  with  the  insurance 
money  and  a  small  annuity  —  certainly 
not  enough  to  live  comfortably. 
Besides,  it  would  be  several  years 
before  she  could  start  to  collect  Social 
Security.  She  wanted  a  job.  She  needed 
a  job  l 

As  a  mature  woman  looking  for  work 
for  the  first  time  after  spending  many 
years  as  a  homemaker,  the  prospects 
did  not  look  good.  She  faced  the  reali¬ 
ties  of  age  bias  and  sex  discrimination 
and,  most  frightening  of  all,  she  didn’t 
have  a  work  record. 

That  was  three  years  ago.  Today 
Alice  is  at  work  as  the  Assistant  Public 
Relations  Director  at  a  large  utility 
company.  She  likes  her  job  and  it  pays 
well. 

When  I  talked  to  Alice  about  the  job 
hunting  strategies  that  landed  her  a 
great  job  she  offered  these  two  keys  to 
success  for  long-time  homemakers 
looking  for  work: 

1.  Don’t  underrate  your  skills  and 
abilities. 

There  is  a  connection  between  the 
activities  of  a  homemaker  and  commu¬ 
nity  volunteer  and  the  needs  of  the  job 
market.  For  example,  if  as  a  homemak¬ 
er,  you  handled  the  family’s  finances, 
comparison-shopped  for  the  things 
your  family  needed,  and  tutored  your 


children  and  your  neighbor’s  children, 
you  were  engaged  in  activities  that  the 
working  world  calls  “bookkeeper,” 
“purchasing  agent”  and  “teacher.” 

If,  as  a  volunteer,  you  helped  with 
the  fundraising,  wheeled  the  book¬ 
mobile  or  drove  a  van  transporting 
children  or  the  elderly,  you  were 
engaged  in  activities  the  working 
world  calls  “salesperson,”  “librarian” 
and  “driver.”  You  were  probably  also 
a  “caretaker,”  “chef’  and  “project 
supervisor.” 

Make  your  future  employer  see  the 
connection  between  your  work  as  a 
homemaker  and  the  requirements  of 
the  job! 

2.  Get  the  training  you  need. 

Even  though  many  basic  homemak¬ 
ing  skills  can  be  applied  to  the  work¬ 
place,  you  will  probably  need  job- 
related  education  and  training  to  get 
the  job  you  want.  (Alice  took  several 
course  in  computer  word  processing.) 
Continuing-education  programs  and 
community-sponsored  job-related 
training  programs  are  either  free,  sub¬ 
sidized,  or  available  for  modest  tuition 
costs.  Search  them  out  and  take  advan¬ 
tage  of  the  training  available  to  you. 

There  are  good  jobs  waiting  for 
resourceful  mature  women  who  can 
capitalize  on  their  lifetime  experience 
and  take  the  initiative  to  train  in  skills 
currently  in  demand  in  the  job  market. 

Q.  I’m  58  and  spent  most  of  my  life  as 
a  homemaker  and  bringing  up  children. 


I  was  also  very  active  in  many  commu¬ 
nity  activities  —  meals  on  wheels. 
Cerebral  Palsy  fundraising,  museum 
docent  and  other  community  activities. 
Should  I  use  these  activities  in  my 
resume? 

A.  In  recent  testimony  before  con¬ 
gress,  an  expert  on  women’s  issues 
reported  that  44%;  of  the  women  in  jobs 
involving  public  relations  said  that 
they  developed  their  job  skills  through 
volunteer  work  experience,  as  did  39% 
of  women  in  management  jobs,  28%,  in 
counseling,  25%  in  clerical  work  and 
20%  in  research  and  writing.  The  logi¬ 
cal  conclusion:  Don’t  just  include  your 
volunteer  activities  in  ^our  resume, 
feature  them! 

Q.  After  many  years  working  for  oth¬ 
ers,  what  I  really  want  is  my  own  busi¬ 
ness.  What  is  the  outlook  for  a  mature 
woman  starting  her  own  business? 

A.  Woman-owner!  businesses  make 
up  an  increasingly  important  segment 
of  the  economy  generating  as  much  a 
$500  billion  in  annual  revenue.  As  a 
mature  woman  with  lifetime  experi¬ 
ence  your  chance  for  success  is  greater 
than  someone  just  starting  out.  If 
you  understand  and  can  handle  the 
risks,  go  for  it.  You’ll  never  know  until 
you  try.
